On the western line, seemingly a 
breathing spell has followed the heavy 
combat of preceding days, except in 
Alsace, where the French declare 
they are continuing to advance in the 
region of Metzeral and along both 
banks of the Fecht River. In this 
region Paris asserts that the French 
troops are holding under their fire the 
German line of communications be- 
tween Metzeral and Munster. 

ITALIAN FRONT. 

Dispatches from the Itallan front 
indicate that the Austrians along all 
their fronts have thrown their crack 
regiments to take the place of cus- 
toms guards and soldiers of the Land- 
sturm. On the Tyrol front the Aus- 
trians in the vicinity of Mori and 
Rovereto have taken the offensive 
against the Italians and a battle in 
that region is in progress. Vienna re- 
ports that heavy losses were inflicted 
on the Italians near Plava when Dal- 
matian troops repulsed an attack. 

It is added that the Italian offen- 
sives on the Isonzo front have met 
with little success. 

The Austrians have bombarded 
with torpedo-boat destroyers the 
Italian towns of Pesaro and Rimini 
and also a section of the coast raill- 
road near Fano and Pesaro on the 
Adriatic Sea. Rome reports that three 
civilians were slightly injured at Ri- 
mini, but that the m damage 
nowhere was important.

CALLS AUSTRIA HUMBLED: 


PEACE WITH ITALY. 


Member of Pope’s Entourage Declares Germanys Ally 

Would Like to Quit, but He Sees no Possibility of Ces- 
sation Until One of the Belligerents Admits Defeat. 
Rome Interested by Diplomatic Anomaly. | 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


OME, June 18.— Germany's delay 
in declaring war on Italy is not; 
understood here. When Italy de- 

clared war on Austria, Germany an- 
nounced its intention to aid its ally, 
broke off diplomatic relations with 
Italy and suspended postal and tele- 
graphic communications with this 
country. When the Italian army in- 
vaded Austria everybody expected the 
appearance of the famous Bavarian 
soldiers, who, it had been reported, 
were to help Austria in defending its 
frontiers. 

The Bavarians are still conspicuous 
by their absence. Austria is alone in 
defending its frontiers and is unable 
to check the Italian advance, while 

y its passively looking on. 
Turkey, under German instructions, 
maintains its Ambassador in Rome, 
thus completing the anomaly. 

Italy, however, does not care par- 
tleularly what attitude Germany as- 
sumes. This country openly joined 
the allles and so their enemies are its 
enemies. Italy feels free, whenever it 
chooses to do so, to aid its allies in 
the eastern or western theaters of 


mon enemies and therefore is not 

concerned whether Germany and Tur- 

key declare war against it or not. 
Obviously the anomaly has some 


quarters that it may lead to surpris- 
ing developments. 
MAY SUE FOR PEACE. 

A well-informed member of the 
Pope's entourage who recently re- 
turned from Vienna, hinted at the 
possibility of Austria's soon suing for 


peace. 

“Peace,” he said, “is impossible un- 
til some of the belligerents are will- 
ing to admit defeat. Germanys 
pride is still so great that such a 
humiliation on its part is entirely out 
of the question. But Austria has al- 
ready been humbled and would hasten 
to seek peace if allowed by Germany 
to do 80. 

“Probably Germany is now pre- 
pared to allow Austria to sue for 
peace, provided German pride remains 
intact. Naturally, everything depends 
upon whether the allies are satisfied. 
and Germany is not humbled; yet it 
must be remembered that those whose 
pride is the greatest are often most 
deeply humbled.”

Although Launching Party Comes from Arizona, a Dry 

State, Gov. Hunt Decided it was Better not to Violate 
the Traditions of the Navy in Ceremony, Which will be 
Attended by Many High O fficials. 


ASHINGTON, June 18.—The 
W thirty-ninth battleship built for 

the American navy since 1892 
will take the water tomorrow when 
the superdreadnaught Arizona slips 
from the ways at the New York Navy 
Yard. 

The Arizona will be christened with 
both wine and water. 

Gov. Hunt and the launching party 
from Arizona, who called today on 
President Wilson and Secretary Dan- 
fels, cleared up all doubts about it. 

A carboy of water, the first that 
spilled over the famous Roosevelt 
dam, will be dashed on the sides of 


the big fighter and the traditional 
bottle of wine will be smashed on the 


bows. 

“The bluejackets think there must 
be punch back of the guns.“ Gov. 
Hunt told Secretary Daniels, “and so 
we think she must be christened with 
punch.” 

The following telegram from Anna 
A. Gordon, president of the National 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union, 
to Secretary Daniels, was sent today:

Temperance Union, with 500,000 mem- 
bers. believes you will exert all pos- 
sible influence against the use of alco- 
holic liquor in the christening of the 
Arizona.” 


SIZE OF ARIZONA. 


Compared to the first American bat- 
tleship, the Indiana, launched in 1893, 
the Arizona will be nearly twice as 
long, half again as wide and of three 
times as great displacement. Against 
the Indiana's four 13-inch guns and 
eight &-inch, the Arizona will carry 
twelve 14-inch and twenty-two 5-inch 
ines the same armament as her sis- 
ter ship, the Pennsylvania, recently 
launched at Newport News.

Mr. Bryan continues: 

“When can peace be restored? Any 
time now, if the participants are really 
weary of thi# War and ready for it to 
end. If any nation is not ready let its 
ruler state in clear, distinct and def- 
inite terms the conditions upon which 
it ie willing to agree to peace; then if 
an agreement is not reached blame for 
continuance of the war will be upon 
those who make unusual demands.”

Tomorrow morning, Dr. Leavitt H. 
Hallock will preach at the First Con- 
gregational Church on “Masterpieces.” 
Dr. Hallock is a 4Gistinguished min- 
ister well known in Congregationalism 
and is spending the summer at Long 
Beach.

BEDBUGS HIGH-PRICED. 


Cost Life of Boy, Hands of Man, and 
Twelve Thousand Dollars Damages 
to Steamship Owners. 

Just how expensive a visitation of 
bedbugs has been to the owners of 
the steamer St. Denis, controlled by 
the Lower California Development 
Company, a British corporation, is 
indicated in a decision rendered by 
the District Court of Appeal yester- 
day. in affirming the judgment of Su- 
perior Judge Guy in favor of Jose 
Faras in $12,000 for injuries suffered 
by the plaintiff. a sailorman, while 
the ship was lying tn the harbor at 
San Diego in March, 1907. The St. 
Denis plies in the San Diego and Ense- 
nada trade. 

On that occasion Faras and a boy 
were ordered by the captain to fumi- 
gate the forecastie. where the men 
slept, suffering from a visitation of 
bedbugs with either steam or gaso- 
line. They used the latter and the 
evaporation of the liquid brought an 
explosion that caused the death of 
the boy and the leas of both hands on 
the part of Faraa 

The jury awarded $17,500, 


which judgment the court uced to 
$12,000.

It has algo shortened their hours 
and increased their wages. 

The United States Steel Corporation ex- 
pends $5,500,000 a year in bettering the 
condition of its 200,000 employees, increas- 
ing their safety and awarding them pen- 
sions for disability and old age. It also ex- 
pends $1,250,000 every year for sanitation, 
home care, general hygiene, schools, play- 
grounds, gardens, flowers and swimming 
pools. The minimum pension given an em- 
ployee is $12 a month, the maximum is $100 
and the average $20 a month. 

Henry J. Heins of Pittsburgh gives pen- 
sions and picnics to his workmen. 

The Alexander Smith & Sons Carpet Com- 
pany of Yonkers, N. Y., shares its profits 
twice a year with 3500 workmen who have 
been in its employ for five years.

$1,250,000,000. This sum, added to those 
previously appropriated, makes a total of 
$4,310,000,000 voted in Great Britain for 
war purposes during the last ten months. 
As lier national debt previous to the war 
was $3,527,000,000. Great Britain now 
owes $7,837,000,000, nearly eight times as 
much as the United States, and, as our pop- 
ulation is more double that of the 
United Kingdom, her debt is relatively 
nearly seventeen times as much per capita 
as ours. We owe about $50 and Great Brit- 
ain owes about $850 per adult male. If the 
war lasts another year her debt will be 
$1400 per adult male, or twenty-eight times 
as much as the United States. Before the 
war the national debt of Austria-Hungary 
was equal to that of Great Britain, that of 
Russia was 30 per cent. greater, of Germany 
40 per cent. greater, and that of France 70 
per cent. greater. If, as is possible, the war 
expenses have increased the indebtedness 
of the other warring nations in like propor- 
tion to that of Great Britain, Austria now 
owes seventy times as much as the United 
States, Germany nine times as much, Rus- 
sia eight times as much, and France more 
than ten times as much, and the debts are 
increasing at the rate of about $2,000,000,006 
per month. 

Pessimists ask, “How will this enormous 
indebtedness be paid? and when? and by 
whom?” Macaulay answered this question 
when he sald that there is no analogy be- 
tween the case of an individual who is in 
debt to another individual and tha case of 
a society which is in debt to a part of K- 
self. Those who predicted a hundred years 
ago that rational bankruptcy must come to 
England beca of her national debt made 
no allowance fof the effect produced by the 
incessant progress of every experimental 
science and by the incessant efforts of every 
man to get on in life. They saw that the

SUIT FOR DIVORCE

Found at Hotel with Another 
Woman, Declares He Knew Trap 
was Laid and Went to Investigate. 
Memorandum of Evidence Given 
Witness Beforehand is Factor. 


Two features of the Haigh divorce 
suit, which was taken under submis- 
sion by Judge Shenk yesterday on the 
question of the admissibility of evi- 
dence, may play an important part 
in determining whether Mrs. Titania 
C. Haigh is granted a decree from 
Dr. Frederic Haigh. 


Mrs. Haigh alleged Dr. Haigh mis- 
conducted himself at the Watson 
Hotel March 13 last with one Mrs. 
R. C. Williams. She testified she was 
a member of the party which sur- 
prised her husband in the company 
of the woman and was corroborated 
by a private detective and others. 
The doctor, according to his attorney, 
did not deny he was at the hotel, but 
he charged a trap had been laid for 
him and he went to investigate it.

“I was introduced to one of the men 
as a detective and the other as a law 
student; they were to be witnesses,” 
he said. “The doctor stated he had 
been sued for divorce; that he got 
himself into a compromising position 
and needed assistance to get out. 1 
was then told what my testimony 
would be.” 

According to Mr. Webb, it trans- 
pired he was supposed to have looked 
through the transom and heard what 
took place when Dr. Haigh is alleged 
to have been surprised with Mrs. Wil- 
liams. He said he had not been to 
the Watson, and he deemed it his duty 
to call the attention of Mrs. Haigh’'s 
lawyer to the memorandum Dr. Haigh 
handed him. The latter was offered 
in evidence. It opens with: 

“Welcome home, dear; you're right 
on time.” 

“No, I'm a little late.” 

There is some talk of a drink and 
then a loud voice exclaims: 

“Are you all ready?” (Lights go 
out) 

“I'm an officer.” (Lights go up.) 

„Oh, you don't need to hurry.” (A 
feminine voice.) 

“Now, Il tell you. I knew it was 
a stall before coming here and don't 
forget that.”

“There is not one word in the testi- 
mony that R. B. Burns ever received 
any of the meat alleged to have been 
stolen,” he said. He arranged yester- 
day to take measurements of the heads 
and the hides now exhibits in the trial.

The great battleship seems destined 
to go to the boneyard, following the 
footsteps of the old American wooden 
ships. Submarine navigation has been 
carried to such a point of perfection

Rights of Neutrals. 
F HE leopard cannot change his 

T spots nor the Ethiopian his 
skin.” In the matter in our minds at 
the moment it would be neither polite 
nor kind to refer to another scriptural 
text of great force and clarity touching 
a certain type of humanity and what 
good it would do to “bray him in a 
mortar.” 

But surely, whatever may be said of 
Mr. Bryan, his leaving the President's 
Cabinet at the time, in the circumstan- 
ces and the manner in which he did it 
do not brand him as a very wise per- 
son. We have the former Secretary of 
State’s own elaborate statement as. to 
why he took this spectacular action at 
a time when his country was facing 
such a grave crisis, the vity of 
which was increased by Mr. Bryan 
action. We have had a good many oth- 
er declarations on divers subjects from 
the same source, and very often from a 
logician’s point of view the conciu- 
sions have been gross non sequiturs. 
But at the moment we cannot recall 
another instance equal to the one be- 
fore us now in this respect.

All the President asks is a 

nition that neutrals have some rights 


toad. in time of war which all belligerents 


are bound in all moral considerations 
and by all international usage to re- 
spect. That thege rights exist there is 
no doubt in the mind of any inte'ligent 
and reasonable person unblinded by 
the gross passion begotten of war. 
That these rights have been ignored, 
spurned and trampled upon hy both 
sides in the present great conflict is as 
indubitable in the minds of all persons 
similarly qualified to judge of the case. 

In our opinion there is no danger of 
war growing out of the present trouble 
between our government and that of 
Germany, and if such a _ regrettable 
event should come we are perfectly 
sure the responsibility diplomatically, 

orally or legally, will not be laid at 
the door of thé ident. Indeed, in 
the United States the sentiment is that 
Mr. Wilson’s communication to the 
German government was too mild 
rather than too emphatic. This is a 
view not shared by us, with a great 
many of our countrymen. We think 
it will be going very far to imagine a 
case of to. mild diplomacy in — 
with these international crises. There 
is nothing gained by harsh words and 
less by bluster. If war must come, let 
it come, and we will take care of it the 
best way we can. But in our opinion 
it is the duty of all good Americans 
to uphold the President in his wise ei- 
forts to keep the peace. We feel sure 
there is no one in America worthy of 
the name of American who wants war. 
At the same time wee cannot stand 
quietly by and see all our rights 
trampled upon and ignored, no matter 
who is the ignorer or who attempts the 
trampling. : 

We are doubly pleased to note that 
the President has taken up with the 
government of Great Britain a friendly 
and amicable discussion of our rights 
that have been disregarded in several 
instances by the people of Great 
Britain. If there is any spot on earth 
where neutrals have rights outside of 
their own soil, it is on the high seas.

[Today's Magazine:] There is no more ef- 
fective household disinfectant than the in- 
significant-looking bar of kitchen or laundry 
soap. But there are soaps and soaps and it 
is best to know something about the com- 
parative attributes of different kinds. 


The chief ingredients of laundry soap are 
fat, resin and an alkali—the latter usually 
being potash or soda. Its disinfecting power 
is dependent upon the kind of fat and alkali 
that are used in its manufacture. A soap 
that makes suds readily should be regarded 
with suspicion for this is an indication that 
t contains a large proportion of resin. Resin 
is used in the manufacture of many yellow 
laundry soaps because it adds greatly to the 
weight of the soap and makes suds in pro- 
fusion. 

A Simple Test. 


There is a simple rule for testing the dis- 
infecting value of soap. Cut two small pieces 
of soap of equal size. Put one piece aside. 
Shave the other piece fine and dissolve in 
warm alcohol. Pour this solution through 
filter paper. The residue left on the paper is 
waste material and when compared with the 
other plece will show you just how much of 
the soap is useless for disinfecting. 


ON THE VERANDA. 
Dull Finish for Wicker. 


{Christian Science Monitor:] Many deco- 
rators now give willow furniture a dull in- 
stead of shiny finish. To accomplish this 
apply a flat finish oll stain. Put it on evenly 
and allow the first coat to dry before putting 
on a second. 

If the stain is not dark enough when it has 
dried a second coat can then be put on with- 
out danger of cloudiness, stickiness or thick- 
ness. 

Another way to get a dull finish is to put 
on a varnish stain and rub it in as you put 
it on with a cotton cloth, This method makes 
the stain dry dull. 
if Shiny Finish Desired. 


If a shiny finish is desired enamel paint 
can be applied. Care should be taken to 
make the brush marks even and to apply the 
enamel thinly and evenly. Like stain the 


first coat should be allowed to dry thoroughly 


before the second is applied—if a second is 
needed.

Concerning Orange County. 

ITH an area of 808,800 acres Orange 
county is, geographically, one of the 
smallest counties in the State. It is 

among the twelve smallest counties in Cali 
fornia. But there is no county in the State nor 
in any other State in the Union of similar 
area with relatively as little bad land and as 
much good land as Orange county can boast. 
The land is not only nearly all good, but it is 
nearly all of the best under the sun. The 
county was formerly a part of Los Angeles 
county and was cut off and erected into an 
independent geographical subdivision in 
1889. The variety of its products would 
amaze the mind of any student of agricul- 
tural economy. The county produces oranges 
annually worth $3,000,000, sugar beets worth 
$3,500,000, walnuts $1,500,000, beans $2,000,- 
000, beet sugar $5,000,000, crude oil $12,000,- 
000, poultry and eggs $1,452,000. These are 
but a few of the products of this wonderful 
county, which yields aiso nearly every vege- 
table used by the human race directly or in- 
directly. Its lemons are worth $200,000 a 
year, chile peppers $300,000, apricots $250,- 
000, celery $600,000. When we come to the 
coarser kinds, its potato crop is worth $657,- 
000, sweet potatoes $130,000. 

Santa Ana, the county seat, is, as might be 
expected, a very flourishing city, and a few 
miles away is the city of Orange nestling 
amid the richest kind of groves of fruits of 
every kind, with a population of 4500. It 
boasts the possession of nine churches and 
no saloons. The population of California en- 
gaged in fruit culture is one of the most in- 
telligent and refined of any farming com- 
munity in the whole world. The schools c 
Orange are well conducted in buildings 
which would do credit to a city of 100,000 
population. 


California Leads All. 


HE wheat crop of the United States now 

being harvested in several of the South- 
ern States promises to beat all former rec- 
ords and establish a new standard in this re- 
spect for the country. The same is true of 
all the other cereal crops. According to the 
forecast of the Agricultural Department at 
Washington the wheat crop of the country 
promises to be 1,000,000,000 bushels. 

And California leads them all, as she did 
also last year. The wheat crop of the United 
States in 1914 amounted to 891,017,000 bush- 
els. California contributed 6,800,000 bushels 
to this crop. The forecast of June 1 of this 
year promised to the United States a wheat 
crop of 949,000,000 bushels, California having 
to its credit 8,120,000 bushels. The oat crop 
of last year for the whole country was 
1,141,060,000 bushels, California producing 
7,700,000 bushels. June 1 of this year the 
forecast promised 1,290,000,000 bushels, Call- 
fornia 8,390,000 bushels. The crop of barley 
in 1914 for the whole country amounted to 
194,953,000 bushels, California contributing 
42,060,000 bushels. June 1 the forecast for 
barley for the whole country was 197,000,000 
bushels, California 44,900,000. 

Turning to averages, for this year the hay 
crop promised on June 1, 87.8 per cent. of a 
perfect crop, California 93 per cent.; alfalfa, 
whole country 95.4 per cent., California 96 
per ceut.; pasture, whole country 91.3 per 
cent California 102 per cent. Nearly every 
cro» grown in the State showed a higher 
condition than the same crop in the country 
in general. For example, peaches: Califor- 
nia 85 per cent., United States 75.9; sugar 
beets, California 99 per cent., country 93.9. 
When we get down to crops like oranges, 
apricots, almonds, prunes and walnuts, there 
is no comparison to be made, because Call 
fornia has the monopoly of these crops. The 
condition of these crops ranges 99 for or. 
anges, 98 for walnuts, 79 for prunes, 
almonds, and 80 for apricots.

And what was the name of that lame Hun- 
garian who, about fifty years ago, disguised 
as a dervish, worked his way with the spin- 
ning dervishes of Asia quite to Lhassa in the 
center of Asia, away on the crown of the 
world as they call the mountains? He 
worked his way to the holy city of the Grand 
Lama and returned safe and sound, not be- 
traying himself by accent or anything else. 
He published a book when he returned that 
astounded the world, being the first account 
given by a European of the sacred city of 
Asia. 


One Crosses the Divide. 


ITH the passing away of R. M. Baker 

at Monrovia disappears from Southern 
California, at the age of 80, a man who had 
a great deal to do with building up the pros- 
perity of this part of the State. He was a 
Virginian by birth, but moved to lowa the 
year the Civil War ended, in 1865, and then 
in the 8078, being afflicted with poor health, 
he came to Southern California to try to re- 
cuperate his impaired strength. The climate 
did wonders for him, and partly as a matter 
of philanthropy, partly as a matter of busi- 
ness, he established a bureau under his own 
direction to spread abroad the story of Call 
fornia’s delicious climate with the intention 
of directing invalids like himself to the land 
of plenty and health, Many a company of 
tourigts he guided to California. Meantime 
he invested in property in Los Angeles and 
prospered abundantly. 

R. M. Baker was one of a score of enter- 
prising people who did the State great serv- 
ice in making known the advantages of cl 
mate, opportunities for business, and other 
attractions of the State. There was Phillips 
of Alhambra, and the genial Walter Ray- 
mond, in those old days, was in the tourist 
business, bringing parties on from Boston. 

The arrival of tourist trains in those days 
was a memorable occasion. One railroad 
after another went into the promoting busi- 
ness in this line, even the Pennsylvania road 
getting into it in the end. The first Pennsyl- 
vania railroad train from Philadelphia came 
in here about thirty years ago. It got in 
late at night, and consisted of about fifteen 
cars, every berth in which was occupied. It 
was a train de luxe for those days in every 
respect. The Southern Pacific depot then 
was down where River Station is now, and 
it being winter time it was raining torrents 
the night the train rolled into the depot. The 
street cars were drawn by horse power over 
very inadequate rails, and when the rain fell 
heavily the sand and mud washed down from 
the hills and put the cars out of use, some- 
times for several days. Even Main street 
was not paved, and after a big rain an army 
of workmen were put on shoveling up the 
dirt, and when they were done the street 
looked like a meadow, so many were the 
little stacks of

ae a Remedy. 
oP HE question of the exact value of elec- 
tricity as a remedy has been subject 
to more ups and downs in popular 
opinion, and in the opinion of medical men 
Alo, than almost any other therapeutic 
measure or medicine. The subject is kept 
actively before the public by novel dis- 
coveries from time to time, many of which 
give great promise as remedies. Yet, after 
the monetary enthusiasm, the position of 
electricity in therapeutics appears to lapse 
back into about the same position as be 
fore. 


In point of fact, however, there is no such 
retrogression as is suggested by the waning 
of popular enthusiasm. Electricity is ex- 
tending its field of usefulness as a remedy 
steadily; but, like every other remedy, it is 
only adapted to certain conditions, and must 
be applied correctly to be effective. There 
is very distinct difference, for example, 
between the effects of the ordinary type of 
faradic battery with its familiar buzzing, 
and that of a galvanic battery which makes 
BO sound, and produces a very different 
sensation. And there is an even greater 
@ifference between the action of either of 
these batteries, and that of the X-ray, or 
the high-frequency current. | 

The faradic battery, which is the one 
popularly known as the “medical battery,” 
is purely mechanical in its therapeutic ac- 
tion, producing stimulation to the muscular 
System comparable in many ways to the 
effect of massage. It is useful, therefore, 
iu stimulating weakened muscles, in Um- 
bering up joints stiffened by rheumatism 
and in soothing tired muscles. In some 
cases of neuritis, and neuraigia, the faradic 
current sometimes relieves the pain to a 
certain extent, but usually it has little or 
no effect in these conditions. 


Checking Pain with Electricity. 


The kind of battery most useful in check- 
img pain is the galvanic—that is, the kind 
that uses the current directly from the cells 
Without passing through the coil with its 
familiar “buzzer.” It is, therefore, a sim- 

per apparatus than the faradic battery; and 
ie has an entirely different effect upon the 
structures of the body. For example, it pro- 
@uces actual chemical and structural 
changes in the tissues, whereas the faradic 
battery does not. Moreover, since the cur- 
rent of the galvanic battery passes con- 
stantiy through the tissues in one direction, 
it is possible to force medicines through the 
skin and administer treatment with this 
Current when for any reason it does not 
seem advisable to administer them by the 
stomach. 


But, even without the assistance of medi- 
cines, the galvanic current has a slightly 
anaesthetic effect, and in certain conditions 
rélieves painful affections of the nerves, 
_ Such as neuralgia and neuritis. Recently 

it has been found that by interrupting the 
current it may be used to deaden the pain 
for performing minor operations. It also 
bas a slight hypnotic effect. Dr. Louise 
Rabinovitch has demonstrated repeatedly 
the possibility of putting to sleep such an- 
Mais as rabbits, without pain, injury or ap- 
parent discomfort to the animals.

or metal covered with moistened sponges. 
Only a single electrode is necessary for us- 
ing the high-frequency current, however, 
and this electrode is in the form of a glass 
bulb. Moreover, one not only feels the ef- 
fect of the current, but sees its effects in 
the glass bulb in the form of a stream of 
violet emenations which pour through the 
tube, and may be felt through the clothing 
almost as readily as upon the bare skin. 
Like all other forms of electricity, the 
high-frequency current-must be applied in- 
telligently to get results, but when so ap- 
plied it may be used as a stimulant to the 
muscies in much the same way as the fara- 
dic current, and for the relief of pain like 
the galvanic. It is, therefore, peculiarly 
useful for limbering up rheumatic joints 
and muscles, and relieving the pains of neu- 
ralgias and similar conditions. 

The first type of high-frequency batteries 
were cumbersome, expensive affairs. But 
recently compact “pocket-size” batteries 
have been placed on the market, which may 
be attached directly to the electric lamp 
socket, and are only a little more expensive 
than the ordinary “family battery.” 

New View of Ventilation. 


The fact that good ventilation is essen- 
tial to good health is established beyond 
question. But until recently it was gen- 
erally believed that a room that was well 
supplied with oxygen was well ventilated, 
and conversely the air of a room having 
a low percentage of oxygen was peculiarly 
harmful for breathing. The “stifling” feel- 
ing produced by hot, crowded rooms has 
been thought to be due to the toxic matter 
in the expired air and the low percentage 
of oxygen. 

Pure air contains about 21 per cent. of 
oxygen, but this may be reduced very much 
before the diminution becomes harmful. In- 
deed, it is necessary to go only a short dis- 
tance up into the mountains to come under 
an atmospheric pressure such as to reduce 
the oxygen supply much more than it is re 
duced in crowded assemblies, and yet moun- 
tain air is especialiy healthful. The exact 
percentage of oxygen in the air, therefore, 
does not appear to be the determinant fac- 
tor in good ventilation, as was once sup 
posed. And recent experiments seem to 
show that the headaches, dizziness and 
nausea produced by the air in crowded 
rooms are due to heat, humidity and stagna- 
tion of the air, rather than to its chemical 
composition. . 

It is found, for example, that in badly- 
ventilated rooms where the oxygen is great- 
ly diminished by the number of persons 
present, the usual feelings of discomforts to 
breathing will be largely prevented if the 
air is cooled and kept in motion with elec- 
tric fans. Even where such stirring up of 
the air does not actually change the per- 
centage of oxygen, it relieves the bad et- 
fects upon respiration, as movement of the 
air seems to be quite as important as chemi- 
cal composition. 


Coca as a Stimulant. 


The bad effects of cocain when taken as 
“dope,” and its marvelous anesthetic ac- 
tion, have completely overshadowed the pe- 
culiar tonic effects of the plant from which 
the drug is derived. The plant in question 
is the coca, which is a native of Peru and 
other South American countries; and the 
Indians of Peru have used coca leaves to 
assist them in performing feats of strength 
and endurance for centuries. As illustrat- 
ing this, Prof. Lloyd of Cornell University 
gives the following incident that he ob- 
served: 

“We started across the Paramo, as the 
lofty summit of the Andes above the

Possibly this may be accounted for by the 
fact that the coca leaves contain a rela 
tively small amount of cocain, but a more 
reasonable explanation is that the Indians 
have acquired immunity through constant 
use of the leaves for hundreds of years. 


*| Clay in Intestinal Disorders. 


The treatment of certain diseases among 
the soldiers of the present war has shown 
some peculiar reversions to older methods 
that have been little used in recent years. 
For example, some of the German surgeons 
have found that for treating the cholera- 
like intestinal troubles which are peculiar- 
ly common among the fighting men, a mix- 
ture of clay and charcoal is most effective. 


This clay is the kind used in porcelain 
making, which is known as kaolin, or Ful- 
ler’s earth. It is not used as a remedy for 
internal administration ordinarily, although 
it is often employed externally as a dusting 
powder, and in some socalled “talcum” 
powders. But it has the peculiar quality 
of “absorbing toxins and burying bacteria,” 
and since intestinal disorders are the re 
sults of bacteria and their toxins, the cura- 
tive effect of this clay may be readily un- 
derstood, 

Since charcoal possesses many of the 
same absorbent qualities as kaolin, the two 
substances work well in combination. They 
are administered in tablespoonful doses, 
stirred into oatmeal gruel or some other 
cereal, and eaten with the regular meal. 
This method of administration is employed 
in some of the European armies, and sug- 
gests a simple way of correcting the mild 
types of intestinal disorders which are com- 
mon during the summer months: 


Healing Power of Camphor. 


Camphor is a time-honored family remedy, 
generally considered somewhat more suit- 
able for nervous, headachy individuals than 
as a remedy for serious ailments. „In point 
of fact, however, camphor is one of the 
very best heart stimulants in certain cases 
of collapse, and for this purpose has gained 
rather than declined in popularity with 
medical men in recent years. 


Since the breaking out of the war cam- 
phor has become very popular with many 
army surgeons in the treatment of wounds. 
For this purpose the camphor gum is dis- 
solved in wine in the following proportions: 
One part camphor, one part alcohol, three 
parts mucilage of acacia and forty-five parts 
white wine. Surgeons report that when this 
preparation is used “the wounds heal re- 
markably fast, while the relief from pain 
from the first is notable.”

The United States Army experts have 
just completed a long series of experiments 
and investigations undertaken for the pur- 
pose of perfecting an anatomically correct 
shoe. As a result, Maj. K. L. Munson has 
produced a last which is regarded as nearly 
perfect. Practical experiments with shoes 
made after the Munson pattern seem to 
demonstrate that our soldiers in the future, 
and the civilians who follow their example 
in footwear, will be far less likely to suffer 
from foot troubles than ever before. 


In the investigations made by Maj. Mun- 
son and his associates, thousands of X-ray 
pletures were taken, showing the position. 
of the bones of the feet both in and out of 
the shoes. These pictures showed that 
there were very few properly fitting shoes 
on the market, and indicated the exact rea- 
son for the misfits. They showed also that 
most adults now have more or less per- 
manently deformed feet due to bad shoeing. 
By modifying the army shoe along the lines 
indicated by the pictures, however, it wae 
possible to correct most of these defects 
and give the men a degree of comfort and 
marching efficiency hitherto unknown in 
any army in the world, it is said. 

The government officials were so im 
pressed with the high percentage of foot 
deformities existing among all classes of 
people, and with the efficiency of the Mun- 
son shoe, that they have placed this last 
at the disposal of any shoemaker or manu- 
facturer who wishes it. Several manu- 
facturers have already availed themselves 
of the opportunity, and are beginning to 
put out this type of shoe as a regular prod- 
uct. These shoes differ very little in ap- 
pearance from the ordinary patterns now 
on the market.

Raising of Turkeys on a Large Scale. 9 


By M. M. Stearns. 


SOME REQUISITES. 


1G turkey ranches are a western 

product. in the Northeastern and 

Southern States, or even in the Central 
or Middle Western States, a flock of three 
or four hundred turkeys is regarded as 
large. Only in California, or Texas, or in 
the intervening States of the §guthwest, 
have there sprung up turkey ranches where 
the big birds are raised in huge flocks of 
two, three, or even five thousand in a sea- 


Until’ within the last half-century, turkey 
raising in this country was confined to 
raising comparatively smal! flocks on range. 
The first big step ahead came with raising 
large, instead of small flocks, on range—as 
with these great turkey-herds of the South- 
west. 

Quite recently the turkey industry in 
America has taken still another step for- 
ward, namely the successful raising of tur- 
keys in confinement. But here, as with the 
earlier turkey raising on range, the units 
are still comparatively small. Doubtless 
the next advance will see turkeys raised in 
large numbers on comparatively small areas, 
as chickens are raised at present; but up 
to the present time this has not, generally 
speaking, been done successfully. 

Today, then, range may be considered an 
essential for successful turkey raising on 
a really large scale—a scale that leaves 
three figures behind, and climbs into thous- 


Other things being equal, the more trees 
| there are on a turkey range, the better. While 
turkeys can stand, ordinarily, tremendously 
hot weather, they usually derive benefit 
from having an abundance of shade. 

In planning to raise turkeys on a big 
scale. one must be content, from the outset, 
to plan for fewer poults from a single hen 
than would be possible in confinement. 
When turkeys are raised on small areas 
there is no need for turkey hens to do their 
own hatching. Consequently they may be 
broken of sitting as soon as they become 
„ and will lay in a single season 
from fifty to a hundred or more eggs. But 
if one plans to raise, say fifteen to 800 tur- 
keys out of 2000 hatched, it is ordinarily 
necessary to allow the turkey mothers to 
most of the work; accordingly, instead 
something like a hundred eggs in a 
single séason, one turkey hen will ordinarily 
lay only between thirty and forty; two 
from twelve to sixteen eggs 
a third of about half that num- 
clutches being separated by 
for hatching and brooding.

March; inside of six weeks or two 
ths after the brood comes off, the hen 
begin laying again, the second clutch 
completed in April or May; usually 
batch, smaller than the others, can 
counted on in the late summer months. 


have to be “lucky” to be successful with 
turkeys in large numbers; all that is neces- 
sary is to have a capacity for taking pains. 

The feed for a ranging brood of turkeys 
may, with good effect, be quite dissimilar to 
that given to birds in confinement. One 
of the most successful turkey raisers in 
California, a man who hes raised over 3000 
birds in a single season, and who for more 
than twenty years has never raised less 
than a 1000 a year, feeds scalded cornmeal 
mixed with alfalfa to poults from the time 
they are hatched until they are nearly two 
months old. Then he puts them on a diet 
of cracked wheat for a time, and at the 
age of about three months turns them out 
in flocks to shift for themselves. 


In addition to the abundant grit which 
ranging turkeys are able to pick up on the 
right kind of gravelly soil, they will usually 
benefit if an abundant supply of lime is 
available. Ordinary air-slacked lime, scat- 
tered upon the ground, is as good as any- 
thing. An abundance of fresh, clean, cool 
water, situated so that the birds may get 
at it readily, is a great aid to success. If 
turkeys are ranging widely, and have to 
travel long distances over hot ground in 
late summer before they can reach water 
after becoming thirsty, they will not do 
as well as they would K water were readily 
reached from all parts of their range. 

Through the hot months of late summer, 
and indeed, for that matter, during any 


much to contend against in the vermin line. 
The fact that poults raised on range with 
a turkey hen are usually more vigorous and 
hardy than even the best of poults raised 
without range, enables them to withstand 
a greater number of parasites than could 
be successfully combatted by cooped-up 
broods. 

A five or ten- acre patch of alfalfa, over 
which the ~ may range, will prove of 
inestimable fit m supplying the neces- 
sary green food throughout the dry months. 
Where this is impracticable, a patch of 
even an acre or less witll accomplish won- 
ders, if protected—by keeping the birds 
fenced out of it the greater portion of the 
time, or some other means—so that the 
turkeys cannot destroy it entirely. Acreage 
sown to wheat, oats or barley, will prove 
a great asset in the matter of economical 
feeding. The birds may be allowed to range 
over it, and will harvest the crop them- 
selves, to the last kernel. 

As market time approaches the birds may 
be brought to condition gradually on range, 
following the old eastern fattening formula 
of oats and whole corn. Rolled barley and 
hulled corn is a California substitute that 
is usually a little less expensive and about 
as satisfactory.

Experiments with Poultry Diseases. 


It is said that in China doctors are paid 
to keep their patients in health; failing in 
this they not only lose their job but “get it” 

the chicken got the ax. In this coun- 
poultry doctors should be engaged on the 
same plan, for certainly it is good business 
to keep fowl in health rather than doctor 
them while sick. To make this feasible we 
should know the sources and causes of dis- 
ease, which has led the authorities at the 
University Poultry Farm at Davis to go into 
the subject rather exhaustively under the 
direction of Dr. J. R. Beach. To properly 
study diseases it ig necessary that perfectly 
healthy chickens be had at the start, and 
that they be inoculated with a certain dis 
ease and then observed and experimented 
upon. 


To the end that a number of chickens 
absolutely free from disease be available a 
structure completely enclosed with small 
mesh wire has been erected, and at the pres- 
ent time there are a number of fowls being 
raised therein. The purpose of the wire 
covering is to prevent the entrance of birds,

WITHOUT BEING REPORTED. 


One day in the year 1911 the Italian ship 
Ninfa sauntered into the British Channel 
with a change of wind and signaled off 
Prawle Point, 196 days out from Astoria 
Bar, without once having been reported. 
Nautical men say that the sea is full of such 
lonely craft battering their way round the 
Horn through a region of almost perpetual 
gales, or idling in the doldrums to the irri- 
tation of their dispirited crews, who find 
partial consolation in the reflection that 
every flap of the mainsails means a couple 
of dollars out of the owner's pocket and a 
corresponding addition to their own hard- 
earned pay. 

In the experience of the deep sea sailor 
such passages are nothing unusual, particu- 
larly on the voyage to the Pacific, when 
Cape Horn has to be weathered and its pre- 
vailing westerly winds won through On 
March 2, 1910, the four-masted bark In- 

0 vernesshire sailed from Hamburg bound for 
Santa Rosalia in the Gulf of California. Dur- 
ing a passage which included such incidents 
as her temporary abandonment by her crew

to put into the Falklands to refit, and sailed 
again on her interrupted voyage on Septem- 
ber 27. From that time she was neither seen 
nor heard of until February 2, 1911, 338 days 
out from her original port of departure.
